CHAPTER 211

AN ACT to repeal 40.53 (5) (bm) and (5a) ; and to amend 40.53 (5) (b)
of the statutes, relating to payment of parents for transportation
of school children.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 40.53 (5) (b) of the statutes is amended to read:

40.53 (5) (b) By contract with the parent or guardian of the pupils
to be transported. If transportation is furnished under contract with
parents, the compensation shall be at the rate of not less than * * * g
nor more than 10 cents per mile for each mile necessarily traveled for said
purpose, regardless of the number of pupils transported per family, but
not more than the actual cost of tramsporting such pupils by a public
carrier. If the district board and the parents cannot agree upon the
amount of compensation, the case shall be appealed to the state superin-
tendent who shall determine the amount of compensation to be designated
in the contract * * * |

SECTION 2. 40.53 (5) (bm) of the statutes is repealed.
SECTION 3. 40.53 (5a) of the statutes is repealed.
